AMENDMENT TO WAGANAKISING ODAWAK STATUTE 2004-008 

GAMING BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

 

 

The Following is repealed: 

 

Section II (G) DEFINITIONS. 

 

 “Chief Financial Officer” means the person employed by the Tribal Council to 

oversee all financial affairs of the Tribe. 

 

Section IV. (C) 6. The Tribe’s Chief Financial Officer shall oversee and manage the 

accounting, finance, cage, credit, and cash management of the casino through the casino 

controller and other directors and managers as appropriate. The cost of these departments 

shall be covered within the Enterprise budget and operating plans. 

 

 

 

And Replaced with: 

 

Section II.  DEFINITIONS. “Director of Finance” means the person employed by the Odawa 

Casino Resort to oversee all financial affairs of the enterprise.  

 

Section II. DEFINITIONS. “Chief Financial Officer” or CFO means the person employed as 

the Chief Financial Officer of the LTBB Government. 

 

Section IV. (C) 6. The Director of Finance shall oversee and manage the accounting, finance, 

cage, count, credit, and cash management of the casino and other directors and managers as 

appropriate. The Director of Finance shall report directly to the General Manager and shall 

make all enterprise financial records available to the Tribe’s Chief Financial Officer (CFO) 

and Tribal Council.   The Tribal Council shall receive at least a monthly financial report and 

such other documents as requested.  The cost of these departments shall be covered within 

the Enterprise budget and operating plans.
